The Account verbrtim is this, A certain Stationer 
al dien dwelling in St. Paul's Church-yard, (whoſe 
Co. Name ſays he, I conceal) for that at the Writing 
5 hereof he lived, and it was performed upon his 
Teſticles, who in the Plague time, that was Anno 
1612. as I remember, or about that time, by a 
Carbuncle, that by God's Hand ſeized upon one of 
his Teſticles, 'and namely upen the Left Teſticie, 
that it decame wholly mortify'd, with the half of 
the Scrotun or Purſe of the Cod; in brief, ſays 
he, I took and cut away the faid Left Teſticle or 
Stone, Which was wholly Mortify'd, with the 
half of the Scrorum or the Purſe of the ſame Stone 
in the mortify'd Place, and healed him perfectly 
whole in five Weeks and leſs, and after the loſs 
of that . one Stone or Teſticle he married and 
had divers Children, and I verily. believe, ſays he, 
they. were my Patient's own, and by him begotten.

Nut I cannot help diſagreeing with theirSentiments; 
for as the Stones are very juſtly reckoned ainong 
the principal Parts miniſtring to Generation; and 
though they are not neceſſary to the Life of Man, 
vet are they very neceſſary to the Conſervation 
of the Species, fince by the toſs of them Man is 
very much injured, not only as to Procreation 
inch infallibly unmans him, but as to the Strength, 
Activity and Vigour of his Body, and acuteneſs of

The Women ſhun his Company, laugh, ridi- 


cule and deride him, as not a proper Perſon for 
their Converſation and Compins..he Eunuchs or 
ſuch as are Caſtrated, are utterly allowed incapable 
ofEngendring, yet we have ſome Stories that inform 
us of their having got Children. Fontanus gives us an 
Account of a Gentleman that loſt his two Teſticles in 
the War, yet had Children after, whichſſeems incredi- 
ble; yet Experience has ſhe wn, if we may believe Au- 
taors, that ſuch Men as have been depriv'd of their 
Teſticles, have, notwithſtanding, been able to ſhew 
their Proweſs by diverting themlelves with Women, 
and defiling the Nuptial Beds of others. Tis ſaid that 
Lunuehs love Women paſſionately, and being of a

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weaker Mind after than before Gelding, are the 
more ſuſceptible of this Paſſion : It camot be ex- 
1 to what Point they will puſh. their irregular 
Jefires when their Fancy is once inflam' d, and the 
kind of aqueous Seed in the Preſtatæ or Seminal 
Bladders irritates their Privities ; this made the 
Philoſopher Phavorinus ſuſpected of Adultery, al- 
thongh he was an Eunuch, and he was alſo hang'd 
upon it: The Paſlage in Ecclefiafticus ] judge is to 
be underſtood of this ſort of Eunuchs; wiz. That 
en Eunuch by his Concupifcence is able to' difhenour a 
young Virgin, MM raviſhing her Maiden-head from 
her. Alſo Dr. Collins ſays, that ſeminal Liquor, 
diſtin& from that of the Tefticles and Paraftates is 
2 in the ſeminal Veſicles, by reaſon a 
Man that had no Teſticles, enjoy d à Woman, 
and his Body being open'd after he was Hang d, 
his Seminal Veſſels were found turgid with Geni-

The Stones are whitiſh and ſoft, of a Subſtance

41 
wrinkled and void of Fat. This Scrotam or Purſe 
at Fourteen or Fifteen Years of Age, is cover'd 
with Hair; 'tis divided into the right and left 
Halves by aLine or Suture,which commences at the 
Anus, paſſes through. the Perineum, and terminates 
in the Glans or Nutof the Yard. The Shape of the 
Stones is oval or Egg/like, only a little flattifh, dif- 
fering in Magnitude in ſeveral Perſons, but each 
naturally equal tothe other, and their ordmary and 
uſual ſize is about the bignelsof a Pidgeon's Egg, or 
ſomewhat bigger: That the right is bigger than the 
lefr, and that Male-Children are begot᷑ by the firſt, 
and Female by the latter, is a fooliſh and ground- 
leſs Tale, tho formerly it was the Opinion of ve- 
ry great Men. Sometimes in H enereal Diſtempers 
one has been bigger than the other, and grown to 
an unuſual ſize, which after the Diſeaſe has been 
cur'd, have continued as long as the Party liv'd 
without any prejudice, but this is Præternatural: 
As was alſo that which Lazarus Riverius Yi 

of one whoſe Tefticles exceeded thoſe of a Horſe in 


bigneſs, from which afterwards fell very hard 
Pieces of a ſtony ſubſtance. And no leſs extraor- 
dinary is that which Hildanus obſerves, of a cer- 
tain Perſon that was troubled with a Dropſy, whoſe 
right Stone being rown as big as a Gooſe- Egg, 


was found ſtuft : of ' Hairs intermix*'d with a 


purulent oily and white Matter; Platerus likewiſe 


gives us an 3 of a Man's Teſticles as bi 
as his Head in a Perſon that was very Bulky an 
Fat. Some Authors inform us, That the Stones and 
' Yard both have lain hid within the Belly till the 
Age of Paberty ; at which time they have appear\d 
upon the occaſion of ſome violent Action — 
by the Parties, who had paſſed for Girls till that 
Accident diſcover'd their Manhood. I ſawy ſome 
time fince a Lad of Thirteen Years of that 
had no Teſticles or Stones in his Lo Whoſe 
Yard was ſcarce an Inch out of his 


Belly, but ne-

cover the Sex, but have had ſeveral Boys brought 
to me whoſe Stones have lain hid in the Groin, or 
in the Cavity of the Abdomen, which at the Years 
of Puberty, when the Hair 1 to appear, have 
fell down naturally into the Cod. The uſe of the 
Stones is two · fold, one to turn the Blood brought 
by the Arteria Preparantes out of the Veins, and im- 
pregnated with animal: Spirits into Seed; and the 
ſecond to add Heat, Vigour, Strength and Cou- 
rage to the E fit Men for Generation: The 
want of both which, as I have obſerv'd in many 
by Injuries, as Blows, Cold, Sc. has been the 
the occaſion of Impotencies and Infertilities, very 

rplexing.' The ancient Philoſophers ſay, that if 

en's Stones were placed within the Belly as Wo- 
men's are, that additional Heat would ſo augment 
the natural Heat of their Stones, that there would 
not be a more luſtful and falacious Creature in the 
Univerſe : And Experience ſhews, that thoſe Ani- 
mals which have their Stones within the Body, are 


much hotter, and more fruitful than thoſe who have 
them without. 57 | 


But to have a juſt Notion of the uſe of the Teſti- | 


cles in Men, we mult obſerve that the Spermatick 
Arteries always march between the Circumvoluti- 
ons of the Veins, to the end that the Blood they 
contain may be heated, rarified, and put into Mo- 
tion by the Heat of the Veins, and by that means 
he qualify'd for an eaſie Filtration in the Teſticles, 
where the Precipitation commences to make the 


Seed >, for the moſt volatile and refin'd Part of the 


Blood is ſtrain'd- from the reſt, by the glandulous 
Pith of the Teſticles, which gives Paſſage only to 
the fineſt Particles, and obliges the n rn 
by the Veins.

alſo the Animal Spirits themſelves that actuate the = 
Proſtates, being arrived from the ſpinal Marrow, 7 
are much waſted by Venereal Acts; for which 
reaſon alſo it is, that the Loins are enervated; but 
ſtill the Matter out of which the Seed is elabora- 
ted, is only the arterial Blood impregnated with 
animal Spirits. This part of the Blood thus filtra- 
ted, is raiſed to a juſt degree of Perfection by the 
length of the Pipes through which it paſſes, for the 
ſlower a Liquor moves, the more time is given to 
its Particles to ſubtilize themſelves. Beſides, there 
is a further addition to its Refinements accruing 
from the Windings and Turnings of theſe Pipes; 
for the Particles of the Blood 3 a mutual die 
union by whirling about, re unding and joſtl ing 
againſt one another; nay, it is likewiſe depurate 
in the Excretory Ducts of the Teſticles and Epidy-

The two Ducts juſt now mention d, are juſtly 
call'dEjaculatory Veſſels, becauſe in the heat of Acti.

the chief Subjects of the Pleaſure that attends its 


Ejaculation : They were unknown to the Ancients, 


who aſſerted, that the Seed is carried from the Veſi- 


cles to.the Proftate, and runs out at theſe Glands 
through ſeveral imperceptible Holes into the Ure- 
thra, and that the Pleaſure of Enjoyment is owing 
to the violent Efforts of the Seed in paſſing the 
Pores of thoſe Glands; but Anatomy ſhews us the 
contrary, and that their Opinion is groundleſs: 
The Proftates indeed ſeparate a certain ſlimy. Hu- 
mour which they ke judge to be Seed, which 
yet is no more than a ſſimy Humour, or Mucus, 
which the many Veſicles of thoſe white ſpungy 
Bodies. contain, emptying themſelves frequently, 
eſpecially upon a.ſtrong erection of the Yard, into 
the Cavity of the Urethra, as we often ſee ſome 
drops of it at the Head of the Nut, and alſo at

vous Bodies, which is called the Neck of the Glas, 
and hasa ſmall Cavern into which the Acrimonious 
Urine lodging in the Stone of the Bladder, while 
it wheels abour in it, cauſes great Pain, and is a 
great ſign of the Stone.

Sometumes it happens that Children come into 
the World without this Perforation, in which caſe 
care mult be taken to make one; or if the Hole be

and the Seed could not be thrown into the Womb 
with the neceſſary ſpeed to impregnate. 

The head of the Yard it ſelf is called the Bals- 
nus, or Glans, from the reſemblance it bears to an 
Acorn, ſome call it Ceraſus or the Cherry, and is 
interwoven with Nerves, forming a kind of Lace 
or curious Net- work, whoſe Mechaniſm is very deli- 
cate, and exquiſitely ſenſible, being cover'd with a 
very thin Membrane, the fineſs of whoſe Texture 
occaſions that pleaſing Titillation by rubbing upon 
the Woman's Matrix: It is the principal Seat of 
Pleaſure in Copulation, being ſmooth and ſoft to 
prevent its hurting the AMAatiix, and runs in ſome 
meaſure to a point to facilitate its entry. In the 
time of Erection of the Yard, the Blood and Spi- 
rits repair to the Glans in great quantities, which 
ſwells it, and renders it of a lively red Colour, and 

for the ſame reaſon upon their retreat when the 
Yard grows flaggy again, becomes pale and ſhrivell'd. 
I ſay, when the Blood and Spirits flow to the Yard, it

erection. This Nut or head is ſurrounded with a 


Ring or Hoop, as with a Crown, and cover'd with 
the Preputium or 'Fore-skin, which is of a looſe 
Contexture, the better to cover the Nut, and by 
furling it ſelf behind the Ring to uncover it, 
therefore ſer ves as a Cap to the Nut, and to en- 
large the Pleaſure of Enjoyment; for in the Act 
of Edition it flips back ward and forward, being ty d 
together by a Membranous String called the Fra- 
mum or Vinculum Caninum, and cauſes the 
reater Pleaſure thereby, both to the Man and the 
Wem; It alſo ſnuts up in the Act of Copulati- 
on the Woman's Womb, and hinders the ingreſs 
of the Cold Air, whereby Conception is the 
ſooner forwarded and ſecured.

And as the too quick, ſo the too ſlow Emiſſion or 
Ejaculation of the Seed in the Act of Copula- 
tion hinders Procreation.

Tis a Queſtion in Ariſtotle, why ſuch who often 
uſe Coition, take leſs Pleaſure in it than thoſe who 
uſe it ſeldom ? and aſſigns three Cauſes thereof. 
Firſt, becauſe the Paſſages of the Secd are over large 
and wide, and therefore the Seed makes no ſtay 
there, by which ſtay the Delight is had, The 
Second, becauſe that through often Copulating, 
there is but little Seed left, and therefore giveth 
no * and is not 1 hn with Procre- 
ative Life. Thirdly, becauſe ſome, inſtead of Seed: 
caſteth out Blood indigeſted and raw, as juſt now 
mentioned, or ſome other vratry Subſtance, which 
is not Spirituous, Hot, or Prolifick, and therefore 
cauſeth no Delight, and conſequently never con- 
ceiyeth; for as the due Erection of the Yard is 
one main Ron for the performing the 
Office of a Husband, fo no leſs is the regular Eja- 
culation of the Seed through the Yard fo erected, 
the other; and as unleſs there be due Erections, 
there will be no. pleaſing Converſa: iou either to

FT HERE are three ſorts of Gonorrhæa's, 
ttzhe firſt is that which byPhyſicians is call'd, 
. the Gonorrhæa zotha benigna; the ſecond, 
which is Viru what we call a Clap; and the 
third, the remamder of the ſecond, when the Vi- 
rulency is taken off, 8 calld a Gleet. In 
this Chapter I ſhall only ſpeak as to the firſt. 
The ſimple Gonorrhæa is an involuntary Rim- 
ning out of the Seed, without Malignity or any 
Fenereal Infection.

The Teftes Muliebres, or Teſticles or Stones, or 
rather Ovaria in Women, (for ſays Culpeper, they 
have ſuch kind of Toys as well as Men) differ from 
the Stones of Men iti ſituation, figure, magnitude, 
coverings, ſubſtance ard uſe.

men more Palſionate, than they would otherwiſe

As to the figure of the Stones in Woman, they 
are Hat on the ſides, and in their lower part Oval, 
their Superficies is more ruggid and unequal than 


in thoſe of Men, differing in magnitude according 


to the Woman's Age; for in thoſe that are newly 


come to Maturity, they are about half as big as 


thoſe in Men, or about the bigneſs of a ſmall Pi- 
geon's Egg, but in ſuch as are in Years they grow

As to the Liquor whi h Women emit - 
in Copulation, and is generally taken for Seed, 
the fame Harvey ſays, that ſeveral Women emit _ 
no ſuch Humour, and yet conceive: Nay, ſays he, 
ſome after they begun to emit this Liquor upon 
Copulation, tho indeed they took great Pleaſure 
in the Act, grew leſs fruitful than they were be- 
fore. There are alſo infinite Inſtances of Women, 
who tho they have Pleaſure in the Act of Coition 
yet ſend *forth nothing of what they call Seed, and 
yet at the ſame time Conceive. So that both from

The Deficiency of the monthly Terms, is calFd, 
tho improperly, a Suppreſſion of the Terms, and 
is occaſion'd either by a default of the Blood, or of 
the Womb and Veſſels through which it flows: If. 
the former, that the fault is in the Blood, it gene- 
rally proceeds from its Acidity, when it is groſs, 
tough and fix d, which is occaſion'd from a Diſor- 
der in the Stomach, whereby it becomes unfit for 
a due fermentative Expanſion. In the other, either 
Veſſels of the Vagina or Neck of the Womb, are 
obſtructed by a viſcid Phlegm, or the ſides of the 
Vagina are Exulcerated, or otherwiſe hurt ſo as to 
grow together, and cauſe a deficiency of the wonted 
Flax. Sometimes a Cold is the cauſe, whereby the 


Blood is coagulated, and Food diffieultly digeſted : 


The too frequent uſe of Acids, and other things that 
thicken the Blood, may likewiſe cramp this Fer- 
mentation; if the deficiency of the Courſes is from 
the Womb and its obſtructed Veſſels, the Symp- 
toms. will ſhew it; but the greateſt difficulty is to

This Egg thus influenc'd by the Seed, ſets Na- 
ture immediately. to work, and in a little time it 
falls off of the Woman's Ovarium into one of the 
Womb-Tubes, which at that time embraces the 
Ovaria, and thence paſſes into the Womb, where 
being receiv'd, it ſtrait begins to encreaſe, and 


then one litcle Point, which by Harvey and others is 


called the Punctum Saliens, begins to diſtinguiſh it 


ſelf by its tremulous and leaping Motion, being ſur- 
rounded: with ſubtil red Threads, the Rudiments 


of the Blood Veſſels, round which, ſome ſmall

Cavity: The Blood is elaborated from the afore- 
faid Chyle or Nutritious Juice, ſo that the Parts 
are rightly diſtinguiſn'd into Sanguine and Sper- 
matick. Nothing - ſheweth more the uſe-aſcribed 
to this Liquor, than thoſe Changes it undergoeth, 
when a Woman lieth with a Man, that hath the 
Venereal Diſeaſe ;, for in one Night's time only, it 
may be ſo alter'd, as that growing acid, it may be 
8 communicated to all the Parts with the 
oiſon it hath receiv! TCC. 

It is generally obſerved that all Married Men 
and Women are deſirous of Children; at leaſt- 
wile they are willing to do the ſame, as thoſe

The Iſſue proceeding from ſuch 
Copulation often proves Monſtrons,”which is but 
a juſt Puniſhment for their lying together at a 
time when Nature orders to forbear; but the to 
find ſome Men fo ungovernable is bad, yet to ſee 
Women conſent is worſe; for tho their Husbands 
are never ſo eager; yet the Women knowing thett 
own Conditions, ſhould at ſueh times refit: vhen 
they conſider, that tho Monſtrous Conceptions nity 
not attend ſach Copulations, = tis? frequently 
obſery'd, that Children then begotten are duk, 
heavy, ſluggiſh, and defective in their Underſtand- 
ings, and are ſometimes red Hair d, but however 
at the beſt they are obſerv'd generally to wan 
that Vivacity and Livelineſs, which Children be- 
gotten in proper Seaſons are bleſſed withal.

Cauſe; for Men and Women may be luſtful and 
uſe Copulation, and yet there may be no Concep- 
tion; for unleſs the Seed emitted by the Man be 
fruitful, and the Woman's — — it cannot 
be expected: Hence it is neceſſary for both to be 
in a fruitful State, the Seed of the Man, and the 
Womb of the Woman well tempered with Heat, 
and full of active Spirits, and that they both act 
with De eee to produce a Child. 
The Womb ought to be in ſuch a State of Delight, 
as to attract the Sperma virile in actu Coitus, in or- 
der to treaſure it up, and embrace it, ſo as that no 
Air can intervene to Cool it, and make it unfit for 
Generation; for ſometimes it happens that the 
Womb greedily ſnatches the Seed, but does not 
keep it ſufficiently to impregnate, but lets it come 
away again too ſoon, or elſe keeps it only to the

ing. infected with the Venereal Taint at the fame 


time of the begetting the Birth, and being Con- natu- 
ral with the Seminal and Sanguine Principles of the 
Body, makes the deepeſt Stain and Tincture, and 
is moſt difficult to be fetch d out; many of which 
born with the Diſeaſe upon em, I have had in 
Cure, which have prov'd very ſtubborn and tedious 
when arrived to the height of Infection; one that 
juſt now comes to my Memery among the many 
others that I could recollect, is as follows, 

A young Perſon born of impure Parents, whoſe 
Cure not being look d after, or endeayour'd in his 
Infancy, (tho? if it had, might probably have been

It is gener illy obſerved, that as ſucli 
Hereditary Poxes are harder of Cure, fo the Infe- 
ction in Children born with it, is the ſooner and eas 


ſier communicated to the Nurſes that give them 


ſuck, and ſtill the ſooner conveyed to others they 
have to do with. I have read ſomewhere: of 4 


Child born thus Diſeaſed that infected the Nurſe 
that ſuckled it; ſhe not knowing any thing of the 
Matter, infected her Husband, and two Children 


more that ſhe gave ſack to: Thoſe Children were 


no ſooner taken home but they infected their Mo- 


thers, the Mothers their Husbands; and ſo in 
ſhort, no leſs than nine ſeveral Perſons by means 


thereof, were infected in the ſpace of a Months 


time.

have _u an Inſtance already, of a Child that 
infected the Nurſe, who again communicated the 
Infection to other Children, which Propagation 
of the Diſeaſe between Nurſes and Children is like- 
wile very common. The Fleſh of Children is 
more lax, and the Pores are more open in them 
than in grown Perſons, ſo that they are very lya- 
ble to receive the Infection, not only by ſucking 
a polluted Nurſe, but alſo by the Slaver in being 
kiſsd by thoſe foul Sluts that have Venereal Ul.

For Example then, If one has a Gonorrhæa,

tient may e his Cure in ſuch Hands. 
Again, if a Gonorrhæa be imprudently manag d

by means whereof, the peccant Humour is either 
expelbd out of the Body, or elſe the natural Juices 


of the Body are thereby diverted, which otherwiſe 


would ſuſtain the Venereal Ferment: Yet Reaſon 
and Experience confirm, that Purgatives and Eme- 
ticks at ſome times, and to ſome Perſons exhibited, 
rather injure than afford Relief, eſpecially if admi- 

niſtred to weakly People, or to others, where they 
Operate with ſo much Violence as to debilitate Na- 
ture, and render the Parts feeble, by relaxing and 
deſtroying their Tone : In the Caſe of a Gonorrhza, - 
violent Purgings reiterated, procure a - continual 
Gleet, and often a confirm'd Pox : Inſtead of aba- 
ting, they heighten and aggravate the Symptoms, 
expoſing, the Patient to manifold Inconveniencies, 
by detaining that Matter within, which ſhould be 
thrown out of the Body; and which might very 
eaſily be accompliſh'd 4 proper Anti venereals; 
for according to the ſirſt ſtep taken in order to the 
Cure of a Clap, does the Ill or Wellfare of the 


Patient depend. 


Old Ambroſe Parry tells us of one who had a 


Gonorrhæa ten Years, and upon hard Drinking, 


was afflicted with a Suppreſſion of Urine,. whicl 
cauſed hi: Death, his Clap-cure not being well ma- 
nag at firſt : In that Caſe the Parts affe&ed muſt 
needs undergo a conſiderable Alteration by the Ve- 
nereal Matter lodging ſo long upon them.

HEN the Malignity or Contagion of a 

13 Venereal Gonorrhæa or Clap, either by 
11 Neglect or Careleſneſs of Patient, 
or thro' Ignorance or Ill- management of thoſe 
that had him in Cure, (as ſometimes by its continu- 
ance, or by the imprudent Uſe of Aſtringents, &c.) 
has tranſlated it ſelf from the Parts of Generation, 
and ſeiz d the more noble ones, imparting its Vici- 
ouſneſs to the Blood, corrupting it with a vene- 
mous Taint, breaking its Compages, Cc. there 
will then reſult a villainous Diſtemper indeed, 
which we call the Pox, the material Cauſe of 
which is a corroſive, acid Ferment, joyn d to a viſ- 
cid Vehicle, which affects chiefly the glandulous 
and nexvous Parts; depraving the Lymph and Serum, 


the nutritious Juice of the Bones, and the dewy Li- 


quors of the whole Body; being very Infectious and 
Communicative, corroding the ſolid Parts, twitch- 
ing the Membranes, and is every way qualify d for 
being the Bane of Life, and Ruin of Mankind, and 
which by its Signs the skulking Poiſon is detected; 
not but that Patients may labour, and often do,

Methods however effectual they might be then, 
would be ſo far from curing in this Age, as that 
none put the Ignorant would ever eſſay to make 
: ſe them. 1 
Ibis then being the Nature, and theſe the kinds 
of that wa om its Cure is accordingly to be con- 
ſider'd and undertaken, reſpect always being had 
to the Nature of the Infection, the Habit, Conſti- 
tution, Strength, and Condition of the Patient; 
for, as I ſaid in the foregoing Chapter, if all Per- 
| ſons be treated alike, that is, with the fame Me- 
thods and Medicines, and at all Seaſons, as is the 
cuſtom of thoſe that know no better, where one Pa- 
tient will be cured, forty will miſcarry. 

That this is ſo, nothing makes more apparent 
than when the Cure of Women who are with Child 
is undertaken /promiſcuonſly, and at unſeaſonable 
times, as many are to their deſtruction by thoſe 
that krow no better; if a Woman that is pore

their Condition, which is the greateſt folly ima- 
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ginable; and that any ſhould, rather venture to

as be ſees occaſion, ſeaſonably by themſelves. Dr. 


Harvey declares, that he has known many Diſeaſes 


ealily cured, and as many Lives ſaved by ndicata, 
directed by ſuch a prudent and cautious Suſpicion, 
which may with the ſame Safety and Prudence be 
done, as in peſtilential Seaſons to give Anti-pefti- 
tential Remedies, mix d with others; tho' there is

Tbat the Venereal Diſeaſe therefore is as dange- 
rous for the Conſequences of other Diſtempers it 
aſſociates with, as it is for its own, too many fad E- 
vidences evince. And tho? a certain Author tells us, 
the Pox of it ſelf kills no Man; for that after a long 
Travel it fixes at laſt upon ſome one Symptom, as 

an Hectick, Ulcer of the Kidneys or Bladder, Con- 
ſumption of the Lungs, Megrim, Nodes, Tophe, 
Dropſie, Night-pains, &'c. which, ſays he, ſel- 
dom leaves the Patient on this fide of the Grave, 
In my Opinion therefore, it is the Pox that kills; 

becauſe thoſe Symptoms proceed from that Infecti- 
on, or at leaſt are Complicated with it, and with- 
out which none of em might, it may be, have en- 
ſued, being contracted by the Diſorder made by the 
Venereal Ferments corrupting the Humours; and 
where the Patient has had any of thoſe Symptoms, 
procured if Groans of that Diſeaſe, they could no 
_ otherwiſe be term'd leſs than a Pocky Hectick, 
Pocky Conſumption, Pocky Dropſie, and the like; 
and the numbers of People deſtroy'd thereby, tho 
under the Names of other Diſtempers, are too ob-

An Apothecary in the County of Avignon, ſome 
Years ſince, as is told us by Monſieur Dionit, chief 
Surgeon to the late Dauphineſs, and to the preſent 
Dutcheſs of Burgundy, appear'd at Paris with a new 
invented Paſtillum, or Odoriferous Ball, which he 
retended to be a Secret for Venereal and other 
Diſeaſes, and that no Diſtemper was fo obſtinate, 
but muſt yield to it. He obtain'd a Priviledge to 
diſtribute it, and clapt up Bills of it all over Paris. 
and ſold many of them at the beginning, becauſe 
he parted with them at five Sols each; but this Pa. 
ſtil being compos d of a little Sugar incorporated 
| 5 WIta 
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with a Grain of Arſenick, commonly call'd Rats- 
- bane, the ſtrongeſt Poiſon we have, it had a fatal 
Effect on ſeveral ho took it, and the rather, for 
ttzhat he being to make a thouſand of theſe Aroma- 
tick Balls, he puts in a thouſand Grains of Arſenick, 
„which he boil'd with as much Sugar as was requi- 
ſite; but the diſtribution of this Powder, not bein 
ſo exactly made, but that ſome of theſe Paſtils ha 
very little, and others above two Grains, thoſe 
who met with them wherein was the leaſt Poiſon, 
were but little incommoded by them; but they 9 
who happen d to have thoſe, that had the moſt;were = 
almoſt KilFd, and were very happy, if they came 
off with Vomiting, tho ſo ſevere as to bring up 
Blood. Theſe diſmal Effects of them, undeceived 
| the Publick, who then ceaſed to buy them. | 
| And indeed it is to be admired, that Perſons of ; 
Worth and Sence, (as we daily obſerve) ſhould at 
| any time be allur'd by the ſpecious Pretences of 
thoſe bold Medicaſters. To find indeed young 
Ignorant Fellows and Wenches, become a Prey to 
thoſe Devourers,is not ſuch a wonder, (it being the 
Fool's Beard that learns the Barber's Boy to ſhave ) 
for when any of them have got the Diſtemper, 
they preſently, to the hazard of their Lives, (for want 
of better underſtanding) run by the direction of 
a Bill on a piſſing Poſt or otherwiſe, to one of thoſe 
mpoſtors, Quacks, or Doctreſſes, where inſtead 
of finding a ſafe, ſpeedy, and private Cure, as pro- 
. miſed, they wofully Experience it to be, beſides the 
deareſt, the moſt uncertain, expoſing, and deſtru- 
Rive: But if at any time any ſhould have the good 
luck of getting tollerably well out of their Hands, 
tis ſcarce once in ten times owing to their Skill or

t is too often obſervd, that thoſe Gonorrhea's 
and Whites. whichare Venereal and of an ill Na- 
ture, and the Habit of Body but indifferent, do 
frequently terminate in a Conſumption, unleis they 
are timely and perfectly Cur'd, and eſpecially when 
the Impurity proceeding from that Venom has 
once infected the Humours; for in aGonorrhea and 
the Whites ſometimes the Flux is ſo extraordinary, 
and continues ſo long, that the Maſs of Bloodis there- 
dy diſpirited, and rendred unfit for Nouriſhment, ky 
which means it is loaded with heterogeneous 
ad diſagreeable Particles, grows hot, and at lengtha 
beftick Diſpoſition. is by degrees brought on upon 
the ſolid Parts, and the whole Habit of the Bogy 
more elpecially if we conſider, that what is ca Fd 
the Whites in Women, is an overflowing of the 
Liquors proceeding from the Relaxation of the 
Glandules and excretory Pipes, which may be oc- 
caſioned by ſeveral Cauſes, as I have already ſpo- 
kenof, and need not here repeat.
